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REMARKS 

As indicated in the claim chart under 37 C.F.R. § 41 , 202(a)(3) submitted with the 
Reply to Office Action dated May 27, 2008 ("May 2008 Rep\y'l> Applicant notes that 
claims 1-3 and 5-26 of U.S. Patent No, 6,083,225 to Winslow et ai, (^"225 patenf) 
correspond to ciasms 1-25, respectively, of the proposed count, and claims 105-129 of 
the present application also correspond to c;ain"s 1-25, respectively, of the proposed 
count. 

The claims interfere within the meaning of 37 C F-.R. § 41 .203(a) because of the 
subject matter of ciairns 105-129 of the preserst application, would, if prior art, anticipate 
or render obvious the subject matter of claims 1-3 and 5-26, respectively, of the '225 
patent, and vice versa. 

In response to a telephonic inquiry from a representative of the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office (USPTO), .Applioant notes the following to faciiitate the declaraiion of 
an interference with the 7.25 patent, 

(1 ) Pursuant to a request from; the U;SPTO, Applicant Is submitting (as 
Exhibit A) a copy of an Amendment filed July 03, 2001 . 

(2) Applicant notes that the specification was amended in the Transmittal of 

the preser^t application dated June 27, 2000. As amended, the first paragraph of the 

present application recites the foilovving; 

This is a continuation of application Serial No. 08/396,414, filed 
February 27, 1995, which is incorporated herein by r-eference. 

(3) As indicated in the May 2008 Reply, Applicant will prevail on priority 
because the preseni appiication has an effective filing date more than one (1) year prior 
to the earliest effective filing dale of the '225 patent. The present appiication claims 
priority to, and includes ail the subject matter of U.S. Appiicalion No. 08/396,414, now 
U.S. Patent No. 6,080,155 (the 'parent apphoation"), filed February 27, 1995. 
Accordingly, the priority of the present application Is prima facie ea.nier than the priority 
of trK-5 '225 patent. 

(4) Applicant submiils that patents directly related to the present appiication 
are not currently the subject of litigation in the United States. 
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(5) At the request of the representative of the USPTO, Applicant is subr>iittsng 
a Terminal Disclaimer with regards to related patents including claims directed to 
subject matter similar to the ciaims of the present appiication. To that end, Applicant is 
submitting a Terminal Disclaimer in the present application in association with U.S. 
Patent fslos. 6,080/155, 6,270,498. 6,770,074, 7,431,722, and ;^569,054. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, Appiicani siibmils that an Intei-ference 
Proceeding should be instituted betwo}en the prc-5sent application and the '225 patent, as 
aliovved claims 105-129 of the present application are subsiantiaiiy similar to ciaims 1-3 
and 5-29 of the '225 patent.
